ommendation '. 


"Women cannot enter industry* with- 


out safeguards additional to those pro- 
vided for men, if they are to be 
equally protected. The danger of ex- 
ploiting their physical and nervous 
strength with cumulative 111 effects 
upon the next generation is more se- 
rious aad the results are more harm- 
ful to the community. 
Special pro- 


vision Is .needed to keep their hours 
within reason, to prohibit night em- 
ployment In factories and workshops 
and to exclude them from those trades 
offering particular dangers to women." 


Can Compete With Men. 


TAe war experience proved that un- 


der the stress of national necessity 
women could do almost any kind of 
work that men can do. Handicaps 
theretofore accepted as Insurmount- 
able were overcome quickly and easily. 
Hampering skirts and petticoats were 
discarded and the overalls of the male 
workers were adopted. 
In the mat- 


ter of inferior strength, Inventive ge- 
nius came forward with a machine 
or a method that minimized tbe physi- 
cal demands upon the worker. 
If it 


WM a question of environment, of 
moral and sex hazards to which, un- 
der the old order, common acceptance 
bad ruled that women' should not be 
subjected, then society Immediately 
reared around women workers & pro- 
tective wall of sentiment and public 
opinion. 


It was found that many occupations 


had been dosed to women for no rea- 
son other than tradition or custom, and 
tt was also found that women excelled 


at taaks at wftte* St had hen heller** 
that ealfesea «*aii he prssVteat, 


Contrary to etcapdou tt was fovad 


that standard* *f productivity were 
raised la many teMane* Instead of 
lowwvd M a rwtalt of th* Introduction 
of woman worker* dUe Industrie* there- 
tofore reamed t* nwn. 
This was 


notably true la Eaflaad, where low 
wage* and •neatlafaetory working con- 
ditions had reaaiud la a 'deliberate 
program of restricting production on 
the part ot man workers. 
Women 


wtnt in and speeded up th* output tin- 
til men were shamed Into Increased 
effort. 


At the present time women who are 


leaders In activities for the welfare of 
their sex are most concerned In put- 
ting over the equal-pay-for-eoual-work 
principle than they are In bringing 
about legal restrictions' upon the 
weights which a woman should be per- 
mitted 'to lift. 
They say that when 


a woman does a man's Job the should 
get a man's pay, and that she herself 
is tbe best Judge M to whether a task 
the tackles is too great a strain upon 
her strength.-

to Exerciae 100 Cowa 


Wiukesha, Wls.—A furnace-heated 


"pasture" large enough to accommo- 
date 100 cattle Is one of ttM latest 
innovation* in dairying, now being 
planned by Howard T. Greene, owner 
of Broofr Hill farm, near here. 
The 


structure Is to be a huee barn In 
which the dairy cow* can wander at 
they might In an open field. 


Mr. Greene wag faced with th« prob- 


lem of turning high-priced pasture 
land Into grain crop* and at th* same 
time providing comfort for his milk- 
produclng cows. He solved the dif- 
ficulty by constructing a barn 190 
feet Ions by 00 feet wide. 


"Land 1« too high priced to prorlde 


paiture for several hundred cows," 
Mr. Greene declared. "The barn will 
hare to serve as a makeshift for the 
pasture and trill give the cows room 
to exercise. 
No stanchions ..will be 


placed In the barn, for I want the 
cattle to lia*e the comfort of moving 
around, which they would .not get 
were they quartered In stanchions. 


Tne walls and floor* of the struc- 


ture will be insulated. Flue* provide 
for circulation of hot air supplied'by 
a furnace In an adjoining building. 
The barn will be dtrlded into four 
sections, each to hold 25 cows. 


Under the proposed plan etch cow 


will pass a third of the day In the 
roomier quarters of the "exercise 
bam," where formerly It would be on 
pasture. Other parts of the d»y will 
b« passed In a regular ban in stanch- 
ion*.
